MR.  CHAIRMAN  AND  GENTLEMEN. 

I beg  to  submit  this,  my  Sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  condition  of  the  Foleshill  Rural  Sanitary  District,  for  the 
past  year,  with  the  Tables  of  Vital  Statistics,  Infectious 
Disease,  and  Factories  and  Workshops,  as  prescribed  by  the 
Local  Government  Board. 

Population. 

This,  to  the  middle  of  the  year  1908,  has  been  estimated  at 
19,296. 

The  Bipth  Rate. 

This,  for  the  year,  is  38*3  per  1,000  ; 740  births  having  been 
registered  during  the  year. 

I reported  last  year  that  the  Birth  Rate  was  a most  satis- 
factory one,  and  the  highest  recorded  since  the  annexation  of 
part  of  the  district  to  Coventry  ; but  this  number  of  38*3  is  even 
better  than  last  year,  and  gives  us  a higher  rate  than  we  have 
had  for  very  many  years — quite  20.  In  view  of  a falling  Birth 
Rate  throughout  the  country  generally,  we  can.  regard  this 
as  a very  gratifying  fact. 

The  Death  Rate 

Is  15*5 — lower  than  the  average  for  the  past  12  years,  but  a 
little  higher  than  the  low  one  of  15*1  which  prevailed  last  year. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Death  Rate,  calculated  per  1,000 
Births  registered,  is  133*7.  This  is  higher  than  last  year,  when 
the  figure  was  a very  low  one,  principally  owing  to  our  having 
had  very  little  Epidemic  Diarrhoea  in  1907.  This  year,  we  had 
17  deaths  under  1 year  of  age,  from  this  cause;  but  the  item, 
Premature  Births,  still  mounts  up  to  the  large  number  of  23. 


The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  is  1*5  for  the  year ; in  1907,  it 
was  2*0,  and  1906,  3*1.  Zymotic  Diseases  (seven) : —

From  the  above  list,  it  will  be  seen  that  only  3 deaths  have  oc- 
curred from  notifiable  disease,  which  is  most  satisfactory  in  so 
large  a population.  The  freedom  from  Enteric  Fever  and 
Diphtheria,  which  is  perhaps  the  best  index  of  the  health  of  a 
community,  we  may  fairly  congratulate  ourselves  upon. 

Small  Pox. 

No  case  occurred  during  the  year,  and  I did  not  have  my 
attention  called  to  any  suspicious  case. 

Seaplet  Fever. 

Of  this  disease,  we  had  very  little  during  the  year,  only  10 
cases  in  all  being  notified— five  from  one  house  at  Binley  ; Bed- 
worth  and  Foleshill,  our  two  populous  districts,  having  but  two 
each.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  Table  below,  the  Scarlet  Fever 
in  the  district  has  markedly  decreased  the  last  few  years.

All  the  cases  save  one  were  removed  to  our  Infectious  Hospital, 
and  made  a good  recovery. 

Measles 


Was  not  epidemic  at  any  time  during  the  year,  only  occur- 
ring sporadically,  and  no  deaths  were  registered  under  this 
heading. 

Erysipelas. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported — a little 
increase  on  last  year.  The  only  benefit  to  be  derived  from 
these  notifications  is  that  of  inquiring  thoroughly  into  the  con- 
dition of  the  property  where  the  cases  occur,  and  this  is  carried 
out  in  each  instance. 
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Epidemic  Diapphoea  and  Zymotie  Entepitis. 

Twenty  deaths  were  registered  under  these  headings, 
17  being  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  15  of  this 
number  occurring  in  Bedworth.  This  is  the  one  disease  which 
causes  me  dis-satisfaction ; it  is  at  a much  higher  figure  than  it 
slioidd  be.  Witli  a view  to  dimiiiisliiug,  if  possible,  this 
mortality,  I obtained  permission  from  your  Council  to  get 
warniug  Notices  printed  and  circulated  in  Foleshill  and  Bed- 
worth  as  follows : —

DIARRHCEA 


Parents  are  advised  to  observe  the  following  precautions 
to  avoid  Diarrhoea  amongst  YOUNG  CHILDREN,  which  in 
summer  is  especially  fatal  to  Infants  under  1 year  of  age  who 
are  not  breast  fed. 

1.  All  Milk  should  be  boiled  as  soon  as  possible. 

2.  It  should  be  stored  in  a cool,  ventilated  pantry,  in  a 
clean  vessel,  and  protected  from  flies  iDy  being  covered  with  a 
sheet  of  clean  paper  or  a ])iece  of  muslin. 

2.  All  Feeding  Bottles,  which  should  be  of  the  boat-shaped 
kind,  without  any  tube,  must  be  scalded  out  after  use  and  the 
Teat  thoroughly  cleaned. 

4.  As  Flies  are  now  recognised  as  being  one  of  the  chief 
causes  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea,  all  manure  heaps,  midden  con- 
tents, etc.,  should  be  removed  as  soon  as  possible  from  the 
neighbourhood  of  houses  and  any  accumulation  of  refuse  should 
be  I'cported  to  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

5.  Medical  advice  should  always  be  sought  early  for  any 
severe  case  of  Diarrhoea  amongst  young  children.

The  “Fly”  cause  of  this  disease  cannot  be  too  strongly 
emphasised,  and  I do  trust  that  the  next  twelve  months  will 
see  a considerable  reduction  in  the  still  great  number  of  middens, 
which  are  the  great  breeding  places  of  the  flies. 

Diphthepia  and  Membpanous  Cpoup. 

The  16  notifications  exceed  last  year’s  total  by  3,  but  the 
deaths  number  the  same,  viz.,  3.  Of  the  16  cases,  9 we]*e  in 
Foleshill,  5 in  Exhall,  1 in  Bedworth,  and  1 in  Walsgrave.  Of 


this  number,  4 were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Hospital  at  Ex- 
liall.  As  I reported  last  year,  1907  may  have  been  an  excep- 
tionally favourable  year,  as  the  number  (13)  presented  so 
marked  a contrast  to  the  prevailing  numbers  in  previous  years, 
so  that  the  slight  increase  of  3 is  not  a very  significant  factor. 

The  Anti-Diphtheritic  Serum  supplied  by  your  Council  has 
been  used  in  most  of  the  cases.  It  is  kept  now  both  at  the  In- 
fectious Hospital  and  also  at  the  Porter’s  Lodge,  Union  House. 

Entepie  Fever. 

Only  4 cases  occurred  during  the  year  under  review — two 
at  Bed  worth  and  two  at  Foleshiil,  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Two  were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Hospital.  In  this 
case,  we  notice  also  a great  reduction  during  the  past  few 
years — a result,  undoubtedly,  due  to  our  greatly  improved 
sanitary  conditions. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

Only  one  case  was  notified,  and  that  in  the  parish  of  Foles- 
hill.  As  in  previous  years,  I visited  the  house  of  the  patient, 
and  also  that  of  the  midwife  who  attended,  inspecting  all  the 
latter’s  apparatus  and  instruments,  and  reported  all  the  facts 
to  the  County  Authority.  The  case,  though  serious,  I am 
pleased  to  say,  recovered,  and  seemed  one  of  auto-infection,  no 
blanie  being  attacJied  in  any  way  to  the  midwife  in  her  work. 

Tuberculosis. 

Sixteen  deaths  were  registered  under  the  heading  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (Phthisis)  and  other  Tubercular  Dis- 
eases. In  1907,  there  wei  e 18 ; and,  in  1906,  26. 

We  still  continue  the  disinfection  of  the  rooms  and  bedding 
in  the  cases  of  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  as  imme- 
diately after  death  as  possible.  In  December,  the  regulations 
made  by  the  Local  Government  Board  were  issued,  which  en- 
join notification  by  Poor  Law  Medical  Officers  of  every  case  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurring  in  a parochial  patient,  and 
also  notification  by  Relieving  Officers  of  eacfi  case  on  change 
of  address.  This  Order  came  into  force  on  Jan.  1st,  1909,  and  is 
no  doubt  the  thin  end  of  the  wedge  in  regard  to  the  much  de- 
bated inclusion  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  among  the  notifiable 
diseases. 

Caneer. 

Eighteen  cases  are  attributed  to  this  disease.  This  is  a 
rather  high  figure,  though  lower  than  last  year. 

Whooping*  Cough. 

This  was  very  prevalent  in  some  of  our  Parishes  during  tlie 
Summer  and  Autumn  months,  and  caused  6 deaths  amongst 
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children — five  in  Poleshill  and  one  in  Bedwortli.  The  great 
danger  in  this  disease  is  the  intervention  of  complications,  such 
as  Pneumonia  and  Broncho-pneumonia. 

The  only  school  closed  during  the  year  was  Binley  Council 
School,  which  I visited  upon  Sept.  7th,  and,  upon  calling  at 
several  of  the  houses  where  whooping  cough  was  present,  I 
deemed  it  wise  to  advise  closure  of  the  School  for  a fortnight, 
which  was  done. 

Continued  Fever. 

No  notifications  were  received  of  tliis  disease  during  the 
year,  which  corresponds  with  the  small  amount  of  Enteric 
which  1 have  reported  upon. 

Tramps. 

2,314  Vagrants  were  received  into  the  Union  House  during 
the  year.  Of  these,  1,689  were  men,  564  women,  and  61  children. 
A total  increase  this  vear  of  156,  and  an  increase  of  606  in  two 
years. 

These  figures  show  that  the  number  of  Vagrants  is  again 
very  much  on  the  increase,  and  has  steadily  mounted  since 
1906,  when  we  only  had  1,709. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

Only  15  cases,  in  all,  have  been  removed,  viz.,  2 Enteric, 
9 Scarlet  Fever,  and  4 Diphtheria,  and  I am  pleased  to  say  that 
all  made  a good  recovery.  Of  the  15  cases,  3 belong  to  Bed- 
worth,  5 to  Binley,  3 to  Exhall,  and  4 to  Foleshill. 

Since  our  last  Deport  was  issued,  the  Lighting  system  has 
been  changed.  As  I reported  last  year,  the  petrol  light  was 
extremely  unsatisfactory,  and  far  too  expensive,  the  resource 
being  frequently  necessary  to  oil  lamps.  So  your  Council, 
having  fully  considered  the  matter,  decided  to  instal  lighting 
by  Electricity,  the  power  being  supplied  by  the  Newdigate 
Colliery  Company,  Ltd.,  and  the  current  being  carried  by  an 
overhead  wire  system. 

The  amount  of  notifiable  disease  would  not  indicate  the 
large  amount  of  disinfection  which  has  been  carried  out  at  the 
Hospital  disinfector.  As  I have  before  mentioned,  we  carefully 
carry  out  as  thorough  disinfection  as  possible  of  all  articles 
after  a death  from  Consumption  has  taken  place. 

Lodg’ing*  Houses, 

There  are  still  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district, 
and,  although  Mr.  Windass  reports  only  5 cases  of  overcrowd- 
ing that  have  especially  come  to  his  notice,  we  are  of  opinion 
that  this  does  not  represent  the  exact  state  of  affairs,  as  we 
consider  that  a great  many  occupiers  take  in  lodgers  for  which 
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they  have  not  adequate  sleeping  accommodation,  but,  owing  to 
the  scarcity  of  the  smaller  tenementary  property  in  the  dis- 
trict, it  is  difficult  to  obviate  more  than  one  family  living  in  a 
dwelling-house. 

Schools. 

As  above  stated,  only  one  School,  viz.,  that  of  Binley,  was 
closed  during  the  year.  Application  was  also  made  to  me  for 
the  closure  of  a School  at  Foleshill,  also  on  the  score  of  Whoop- 
ing Cough;  but,  upon  visitation  of  the  school  and  houses  of  the 
scholars  said  to  be  away,  from  this  disease,  I did  not  consider 
such  a course  necessary. 

Before  the  Binley  School  was  re-opened  after  closure,  Mr. 
Windass  had  the  same  thoroughly  disinfected,  according  to  the 
regulations  of  the  Warwickshire  County  Council.  Tlie  walls 
and  ceilings  were  sprayed  with  formalin  solution,  and  then 
fumigated,  the  floors,  desks,  doors,  &c.,  being  scrubbed  witli 
disinfectant  soap,  the  cost  of  this  work  being  refunded  by  tlie 
County  Council. 

Water  Supply. 

Bebworth  : This  public  supply  still  continues  satisfactt>ry» 
and  practically  all  the  houses,  Mr.  Windass  reports,  that  are 
within  the  area  of  the  town  mains,  are  now  supplied  witli  the 
Town  water. 

It  is,  in  my  opinion,  desirable  that  a sample  of  tJiis  public 
supply  should  be  taken  at  least  yearly,  and  submitted  to  the 
County  Analyst,  for  report,  as  such  a supply  should  l)e  at  all 
times  above  I'eproach. 

A sample  submitted  during  the  past  year  was  reported 
upon  as  being  quite  satisfactory. 

Foleshill  : The  water  supply  from  the  North  Warwick- 
shire Company  continues  to  give  every  satisfaction,  but  there 
are  still  a few  parts  of  the  district  to  which  it  is  most  desirable 
that  the  mains  should  be  extended  in  Foleshill.  Hawkesbury 
Stop  and  Henley  Green  stand  in  greatest  need  of  this  attention. 
I reported  last  year  that  the  Canal  Company  at  Hawkesbury 
Stop  had  sunk  a fresh  well  for  the  su])ply  of  the  boat  popula- 
tion, but,  I regret  to  say,  tliis  has  not  proved  satisfactory. 

Exhale  : The  part  of  the  Parish  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
the  Lord  Baglan  Inn,  where  the  population  is  most  concen- 
trated, badly  requires  a water  supply,  tlie  water  in  tlie  wells 
in  this  locality  being  of  a doubtful  character. 

Part  of  the  Walsgrave-on-Sowe  Parish,  viz..  Potters  Green, 
also  stands  in  need  of  water  supply. 
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Sewag’e  Works. 

Bedworth  and  Foleshill. 

The  effluent  at  these  outfall  works  continues  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

During  the  year,  a new  filter  bed  has  been  constructed  at 
Bedworth  outfall,  for  dealing  wiBi  the  mud  when  cleansing  out 
the  tanks.  At  the  Foleshill  outfall  works  the  land  has  been 
under-drained. 

In  regard  to  both  of  the  systems,  it  is  satisfactory  that  no 
legal  proceedings  have  been  necessary,  to  enforce  compliance 
with  the  Notices  of  your  Inspector,  in  regard  to  the  erection  of 
Water  Closets. 


During  the  Summer,  I attended  a Local  Government  Board 
Inquiry  at  Bedworth,  in  regard  to  an  application  for  an  addi- 
tional Loan  in  respect  of  the  Bedworth  Sewage  Works,  when 
the  scheme  was  thoroughly  reviewed.  A similar  Inquiry  was 
held  on  the  following  day,  in  regard  to  the  Foleshill  Works. 

Keresley  : This  Sewerage  System  has  been  quite  satis- 
factory during  the  year. 

Meat  Inspection. 

On  2 occasions,  I have  inspected  carcases  of  meat  destined 
for  human  comsumption.  In  one  the  whole  carcase  was  con- 
demned; but,  in  the  second,  parts  only  of  the  carcase  were 
destroyed.  In  my  experience,  butchers  are  only  too  anxious, 
ill  our  district,  to  co-operate  with  us  in  regard  to  the  whole- 
someness of  meat  destined  for  human  consumption,  and  it  seems 
to  me  highly  desirable  that  it  should  be  possible  to  allow  com- 
pensation for  the  great  loss  a butcher  often  has  to  bear,  through 
no  fault  of  Ids  own.  There  is  no  means,  short  of  the  tubercular 
test,  which  is  not  practicable  or  possible  in  a sale  yard,  for  a 
butcher  to  ascertain  that  the  animal  he  is  buying  is  not  per- 
fectly sound.  It  is  generally  recognised  that  a well-fed  animal 
showing  no  obvious  symptom  of  disease,  but  which,  however, 
when  killed,  is  found  to  be  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis, is  perfectly  wholesome  for  eating  without  any  danger 
of  infection,  provided  the  affected  parts  are  destroyed. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

Three  more  of  these  have  been  added  to  the  register  since 
my  last  Eeport  and  they  are  all  satisfactory. 

Offensive  Trades. 

Three  now  exist  in  the  district,  one  horse-slaughtering 
business  having  been  estrdffished  during  the  year.  The  situation 
of  the  premises,  being  far  removed  from  any  dwellings,  precludes 


any  nuisance  arising.  The  premises  have  been  inspected  by 
both  myself  and  Mr.  Windass,  and  we  have  found  nothing  to 
complain  of. 

The  two  older  ones  continue  in  their  former  satisfactory 
state. 

Factories  and  Workshops, 

The  table  is  appended,  with  information  as  required  by  the 
Home  Office.  The  Factories  and  Workshops  have  generally 
been  inspected  during  the  year.  In  8 instances,  defects  were 
found,  and  in  all  they  have  been  remedied.  Legal  Proceedings 
not  being  necessary  in  any  case. 

Mr.  Newey  has  again  kindly  made  me  the  following  re- 
port : — 

Feb.  6,  1909. 

Dear  Sir,— During  the  year  1908,  plans  were  approved  for 
83  houses,  and  214  alterations  and  additions  to  property.  73 
houses  were  completed,  and  194  alterations  and  additions  carried 
out. 

These  alterations  and  additions  were  chiefly  the  conversion 
of  privies  into  W.C.’s.

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A considerable  amount  of  time  has,  during  the  year,  been 
devoted  to  the  Drainage  and  Sewer  Connections  of  the  houses 
in  the  Parishes  of  Poleshill  and  Bedworth,  and  the  substitution 
of  Water  Closets  in  lieu  of  the  Ashpit  and  Privy  System  which 
was  in  use  prior  to  the  completion  of  the  Main  Drainage 
Scheme. 

During  this  period,  105  Connections  have  been  made  in  the 
Parish  of  Foleshill  to  263  houses,  and  190  Water  Closets  pro- 
vided ; whilst,  in  the  Parish  of  Bedworth,  100  Connections  have 
been  made  to  324  houses,  with  192  Water  Closets  provided.  In 
Poleshill,  there  are  now  427  W.C.’s. 

I am  hoping  that— at  any  rate,  by  the  middle  of  the  present 
year — I shall  be  able  to  report  that  the  whole  of  the  houses  in 
Poleshill  are  connected  with  the  Sewerage  Scheme. 

It  is  also  satisfactory  to  report  that,  during  this  year,  it 
has  not  been  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  against  any 
owner  of  property,  to  enforce  the  carrying  out  of  the  work,  and 
the  notices  usually  receive  fairly  prompt  attention. 

I am  also  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  a great  improvement 
in  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  licensed  houses  in  the 
district.  Where  possible,  these  have  all  been  connected  with 
the  sewers,  and  separate  closet  accommodation  provided  for 
the  tenants  and  customers. 

Doubtless,  the  work  at  Bedworth  would  have  proceeded 
more  rapidly  only  for  the  fact  that  it  is  necessary  to  apply  for 
a further  loan  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  new  sewers 
for  various  yards  in  this  Parish  where  there  is  a joint  owner- 
ship, and  an  old  unsatisfactory  sewer  at  present  in  existence. 

Again,  during  the  year,  considerable  trouble  has  arisen 
through  the  carelessness  or  neglect  of  the  tenants  in  allowing 
the  Water  Closets  to  become  stopped  up  ; especially  was  this 
noticed  during  the  recent  sharp  weather. 

The  Water  Supplies  of  the  district  continue  to  be  fairly 
satisfactory.  On  Pebruary  the  10th  and  11th,  I took  samples 
of  the  North  Warwickshire  Water  Company’s  water  and  the 
Bedworth  Town  water  respectively,  and  I append  the  report 
of  the  County  Analyst  on  each  of  these  samples.

The  whole  of  these  samples,  with  the  exception  of  the  two 
from  the  Parish  of  Wyken,  were  condemned,  as  unfit  for  use  for 
drinking  purposes,  and  in  each  case  Notices  were  served  to 
provide  a wholesome  supply. 

The  two  samples  of  water  from  Wyken  Parish,  though  not 
ail  that  could  be  desired,  were  not  condemned. 

In  one  instance,  proceedings  were  taken  against  an  owner 
of  property  in  the  Parish  of  Bedworth  in  connection  with  a 
polluted  well,  and,  after  the  town  water  was  laid  on,  the 
Magistrates  allowed  the  case  to  be  withdrawn  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  costs. 

The  Scavenging  of  the  district  has,  I consider,  been  fairly 
well  carried  out  during  the  year,  very  few  complaints  having 
been  made  to  me.  As  in  previous  years,  this  work,  in  the 
Parishes  of  Polesliill  and  Bedworth,  is  carried  out  by  Contract, 
and,  as  I mentioned  in  my  previous  report,  is  now  under  my 
own  supervision. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  Water  Closets,  and  the  con- 
sequent removal  of  the  Ashpits,  the  men  are  now  enabled  to 
dispense  with  about  half  the  night  work,  and  empty  the  dry 
ashes  in  the  day  time  from  ashbins.  This,  no  doubt,  is  a great 
improvement,  but,  in  time,  the  question  of  the  disposal  of  this 
dry  rubbish  is  one  that  will  have  to  receive  attention,  as  it  is 
now  useless  to  farmers. 

Once  again,  I have  to  complain  of  the  small  assistance  I 
receive  from  the  people  in  the  Parish  of  Bedworth  in  this 
respect.  Although  for  some  time  a box,  in  which  a note  may  be 
placed  when  an  ashpit  requires  emptying,  has  been  fixed,  easy  of 
access  to  all,  and  Notices  have  been  published  broadcast,  it  is 
\'ery  seldom  used ; but  they  expect  me  to  find  out  each  time 
the  ashpits  require  attention,  which  is  quite  impossible  in  a 
large  district  like  this,  with  the  increased  amount  of  work. 

The  disinfection  of  all  Houses,  where  a case  of  infectious 
disease  has  occurred,  has,  as  in  the  previous  year,  been  carried 
out  by  tiie  Council’s  own  man,  employed  at  the  Isolation  Hos- 
pital, where  the  Disinfector  is  fixed,  and  continues  to  give

general  satisfaction.  395  Articles  have  passed  through  this 
machine  during  the  year.  Disinfection,  after  death  from  Con- 
sumption, has  also  been  carried  out. 

Twice  during  the  year,  the  Tramp  Wards  at  the  Union 
were  disinfected. 

Disinfectants  have  also  been  supplied  to  recognised  houses 
in  the  various  outlying  Parishes,  and  are,  in  cases  of  necessity, 
distributed  gratis. 

Where  a case  of  Typhoid  arises,  and  from  any  cause  the 
patient  is  not  removed  to  Hospital,  Typhoid  Pans,  as  in  previous 
years,  are  supplied,  and  the  contents  collected  and  burned. 

The  Bakehouses  in  tlie  district  have  been  inspected  upon 
various  occasions  during  the  year,  and,  generally  speaking, 
were  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

On  4 occasions,  complaints  were  made  by  the  Inspector  of 
Factories,  all  of  which  were  in  respect  to  the  cleanliness,  and 
could  be  easily  accounted  for.  The  Bakehouse  mentioned  in 
my  previous  report,  where  proceedings  were  taken  against  the 
occupier,  has  been  discontinued,  and  a new  one  built  in  its 
place. 

The  Slaughterhouses  have  also  been  periodically  visited, 
and  found  in  a satisfactory  condition.  During  the  year.  Circu- 
lars have  been  distributed,  with  regard  to  Anthrax,  amongst 
the  Butchers  and  Slaughtermen  generally. 

I have  already  presented  to  the  Council  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Canal  Boats  inspected  in  tlie  district  during  the  year. 
The  number  was  92,  an  increase  of  9 upon  the  previous  twelve 
months.  Generally  speaking,  the  Boats  were  found  to  be  in  a 
cleanly  condition,  and  in  a good  state  of  repair.  The  Boats 
belonging  to  owners  in  the  district  especially  have  shown  a 
great  improvement  during  the  year.  In  no  case,  was  I refused 
admission  to  any  Boat,  and  the  occupiers  generally  appeared  to 
be  anxious  to  conform  to  the  Acts  and  Regulations. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  was  reported  on  any  Boat 
during  the  year. 

H.M.  Inspector  visited  the  district  on  July  17th,  and  in- 
spected and  signed  the  books. 

No  samples  have  been  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  during  the  year,  this  work  being  now  carried  out  by  the 
Inspector  appointed  by  the  Warwickshire  County  Council. 
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On  three  or  four  occasions,  however,  my  attention  has 
been  called  to  animals  supposed  to  be  diseased,  which  have  been 
examined,  together  with  yourself.  In  one  instance,  owing  to 
the  nature  of  the  illness,  a beast  was  totallv  condemned  as 
unfit  for  human  food ; and,  in  another  instance,  a beast  was 
found  to  be  in  a tuberculous  condition  upon  being  slaughtered 
in  a registered  slaughter  house,  and  the  affected  parts  were 
destroyed. 

On  two  other  occasions,  I was  called  to  examine  the  car- 
cases of  pigs,  but  considered  these  fit  for  human  food. 

There  are,  at  the  present  time,  3 offensive  trades  being 
carried  on  in  the  district ; these  have,  together  with  yourself, 
been  inspected  at  various  times  during  the  year,  and  have  been 
found  in  a clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

The  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops  have  also  received 
attention,  and,  generally  speaking,  show  a marked  improve- 
ment, especially  with  respect  to  the  lighting  and  ventilation  of 
the  same,  and  the  general  cleanliness  has  been  good.
